EXTREME LEFT DABBLE WITR TREASON 



Some elements of the STOP THE WAR 
COALITION have come extremely close to 
being accused of treason in their efforts to 
hamper the war effort against Iraq. 

Despite arguments concerning whether or not the 
war is legal irresponsible extremists have been 
active in inciting civil disobedience and other 
activities which could conceivably bring charges 
of “assisting the enemy”. 

Five Trade Union National officials urged the 
TUC to call a special congress to consider strikes 
in the event of war against Iraq. The five union 
leaders, Bob Crow of the RMT rail union, Mick 
Rix of the train driver union ASLEF, Paul 
Mackney of the educational union NATFHE, Billy 
Hayes of the postal workers CWU and Mark 
Serwotka of the civil servants union, the PCS 
cited a TUC rule which states that “The general 
council shall, in the event of there being a danger 
of an outbreak of war, call a special congress to 
decide on industrial action”. 

The TUC executive, perhaps fearing a spell of 
detention under 18b, sidestepped the issue by 
stating that it would be unlawful for the TUC to 
call for industrial action as they had no direct 
jurisdiction over members of an individual union. 
The Communist Party of Britain, publishers of the 
Morning Star newspaper, reported gleefully that 
two train drivers, both members of the ASLEF 
union had refused to move trains carrying 
weapons and munitions to a NATO depot in 



Scotland. The rival, Communist Party of Great 
Britain, who are founder members of the 
Socialist Alliance, claims that “blockades of 
military installations and the blacking of munitions 
have been called for”. 

Some trade union officials are trying to incite 
“acts of civil disobedience and strikes”. Billy 
Hayes, General Secretary of the 
Communications Workers Union, a vital service 
in wartime has been quoted by the Stop the War 
Coalition as stating “when war breaks out we 
want to see as many CWU members as possible 
out on the streets”. Unjum Mirza of the RMT rail 
union is quoted as saying “my members will walk 
out and close down the stations. If they start the 
war we must stop the country”. 

Such actions, we believe, are not only 
irresponsible but treasonable and do the 
legitimate anti-war protest movement untold 
damage. Genuine protestors must work to 
reclaim their cause from the extremist hijackers 
and do it quickly! 
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SOCIALIST ALLIANCE PLUNGES INTO OBLIVION 



The Searchlight-friendly, 
Socialist Alliance is in 
turmoil following the 
decision to cancel their 
Annual General Meeting 
planned for the 15 th of 
March. The decision was 
made by the SWP 
dominated executive and 
announced via e-mail to 
the other groups that make 
up the Alliance. The 
reason given by the 
executive was that the 
individual groups were “too 
busy” capitalizing on the 
success of the SWP’s new 
“front” the STOP THE 
WAR COALITION. 

Other groups in the SA 
such as the Communist 
Party of Great Britain 
suspected that the SWP’s 
real reason for canceling 
the AGM was because 
they feared a proposal 
agreed at an executive 
meeting in February to 
change the SA from an 
electoral alliance into a 
fully fledged political party, 
complete with its own 
newspaper. This proposal 
was not welcomed by the 
SWP delegates who could 
see their own party being 
the major casualty in such 
a move. (Unless the SWP 
could completely dominate 
it) 

Who’s Who in the 
Socialist Alliance? 

The Socialist Alliance 
comprises of five extreme- 
left groups. The Socialist 
Workers Party, Workers 
Power, the Communist 
Party of Great Britain, the 
International Socialist 



Group and the Alliance for Workers Liberty. Of these five, three 
are known to be overtly friendly with Searchlight. The SWP, the 
CPGB and elements of Workers Power. 

The Communist Party of Great Britain have been the prime 
movers in advocating the SA becoming a party as they are 
believed to be most anxious to jettison their name and emerge 
under the guise of democrats. Given the SWP’s dominance the 
change is unlikely ever to happen and the Comrades must be 
regretting paying almost £1600 into the SA’s coffers recently.

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RED ACTION and AFA DABBLE IN DEMOCRACY 



The violent Stalinists, Red 
Action and their puppet, 
Anti Fascist Action have 
undergone a remarkable 
makeover over the past 
couple of years. Perhaps 
disillusioned after one of 
their members was jailed for 
his part in an IRA bombing 
campaign in London, or 
being caught in a police 
“sting” operation in 
Kensington, then physically 
thrashed in their “home” 
pub the George Robey in 
North London, the self- 
styled “hardmen of the left” 
have swapped their boots 
and coshes for a collar and 
tie and entered the world of 
real politics. Of course it 
would be too much to 
expect them to fight 
elections under their own 
name so they have 
established a puppet 

electoral front called the 
Independent Working 
Class Association. 
Realising the electorate 
would not respond 
favourably to their true 
political ideology, the iconic 
praise of Soviet mass- 
murderer, Joe Stalin, 

admiration of murderous 
Irish Republican factions, 
advocates of sectarianism 
and their lurid (and often 
imaginary) tales of violent 
victories against political 
opponents, the IWCA 
instead concentrated on 
local problems such as fly- 
tipping and joy riders. 
Emboldened by an 
apparent endorsement in a 



left-wing magazine 

interview by the new 
Searchlight editor, “Slick 
Nick” Lowles, 

“SEARCHLIGHT EDITOR 
BACKS IWCA APPROACH” 
the IWCA presented 
themselves to an 
unsuspecting electorate. 

For political expediency, the 
IWCA abandoned their 
opposition to racism and 
targeted disaffected white 
working class youth. In 
campaigns on tough council 
estates such as the Hilldene 
in Havering, Essex and the 
notorious Blackbird Leys in 
Oxford, IWCA candidates 
deliberately avoided 

mentioning either anti- 
Fascism or Bobby Sands. 

A conscious decision was 
made to target four inner 
city deprived areas. The 
Harold Hill area of 
Havering, the Finsbury Park 
area of Islington, North 
London, the sprawling 
Haggerston Estate in 
Hackney, East London and 
Oxford’s Blackbird Leys. 

This tactical approach 
proved far more successful 
than the blanket approach 
adopted by their former 
Comrades in the SWP 
dominated Socialist 

Alliance. (The core 
membership of Red 
Action/IWCA was expelled 
from the SWP in the 
1970’s). Given their 
antecedents, the IWCA 
couldn’t be fussy about their 
candidates having criminal 
records and so 22% of the 



voters of Bunhill ward, 
Islington cast their votes for 
the IWCA’s, Gary O’Shea, 

whose last public 
appearance was sharing 
the dock at Southwark 
Crown Court with 
Searchlight Fuhrer Gerry 
Gable. 

Other results were mixed, 
with IWCA candidate, Carl 
Taylor polling 26% in 
Haggerstone, East London, 
the Havering candidate 
polled 27% and in Oxford, 
Stuart Craft, a man with a 
very murky past was 
actually elected to represent 




Northfield Brook ward.

Over 750,000 people 
marched through central 
London recently under the 
umbrella organization. 
STOP THE WAR 
COALITION in a well- 
organized protest against 
plans to declare war on 
Iraq. 

But what was claimed, as 
the largest peace rally in 
British history was in fact 
the largest, most 
successful confidence trick 
ever achieved by the 
extreme-left Socialist 
Workers Party. 

Seasoned political 

observers should have 
been first alerted by the 
protest posters carried by 
many of the marchers. 
Many carried the logo 
“Socialist Worker” as their 
masthead whilst others 
carried the logo of the 
“Socialist Alliance” a SWP 
dominated puppet. The 
official green and white 
STOP THE WAR 
COALITION posters were 
the most prominent, all 
supplied by the Socialist 
Workers printing facility. 

But, it was the coalition’s 
' we bs ite , www. stop wa r. o rg . 
uk .which really gave the 



game away because there at the top of the homepage was the 
information that the STOP THE WAR COALITION’S contact 
address was, PO Box 3739, London. E5 8EJ. 

Two telephone calls later we discovered that the contact address 
was actually operated by an Anti-Nazi League/SWP front called 
the Media Workers Against the Nazis. 




Another couple of well-placed telephone calls revealed that the 
mail for PO Box 3739 was redirected to 27 St John’s 
Mansions, Clapton Square, London. E5 8HT which is the 
long-time home of John Rees and Lindsey German.
